Bffeots of the Comet of 1712. 

The return of a great comet bad been pre- 
dicted to appear iu 1713, which caused great 
alarm in Kngland. The following amusing 
account is taken from an old paper of ihe 
period : — 

'•In the year 1713, Mr. Whlston having 
calculated ihe return of a comet which was to 
unite its appearance on Wednesday, the 1 4 111 
of October, at fire minutes after five in Ihe 
morning, gave nolice to the public accordingly, 
wiih ihe terrifying addition that a total disso 
lulion of the world by fiie was to lake pi-ice 
on Fridoy following. The repulolion Mr. 
Wh'iston had long maintained in Holland, both 
as a divine and a philosopher, left little or no 
doubt with the populace of the truth of his 
prediction. Several ludicrous evenls took 
place. A number of peraoDS in and about 
London seized all Ihe barges and boats they 
could lay their hands on in tbe Thames, very 
rationally concluding that when Ibe conflaga- 
lion took place there would be the most safety 
on Ihe waler. A gentleman who had neglec- 
ed family prayer lor belter thao five years, in- 
formed his wife that it was his determination 
lo resume the laudablo practice Ihe aatne 
evening \ but his wift having engaged a ball al 
her house, pursuaded her husband to put it off 
till she saw whether the comet appeared or 
not. Tha South Sea stock immediately fell 
to 5 per ceat, and the India lo 11 ; and the 
captain of a Dutch ship threw all his powder 
into tbe river, that lbs ship might not be en- 
dangered. 

••The next morning, however, the comet 
appeared according to the predictions, and be- 
f o a uoon ibe belief was universal (bat the Day 
of Judgment was at hand. 
• "About this time 3'23 clergymen were fer- 
ried over to Lambeth, it was said, to petition 
that a short prayer might be penned and or- 
dered, there being none in the church service 
on that occasion. Their msids of honor burn- 
ed their collection of novels and plays, aod 
'i-nt to the bookseller's to buy each of them a 
Bible, nnd Bishop Taylor's u Holy Living and 
Dying." The run upon the Gank was so pro- 
digious, that all hands were emplo)ed from 
morning lo night in discounting notes and 
handing out specie. On Thursday, considers, 
ble more than 7,000 kept mistresses were 
legally married io the farce of several congre- 
gations. And lo crowo Ihe whole faee. Sir 
Gib. Heathcott.had tho Director of ibe Baok. 
issue orders to all ihe fire officers in London, 
requiring them to keep a good look-out, and 
have a* particular eye on the bank of Eng- 
land.

A Simple Barometer.— Tbe Mobile 
Register, of lit i\Iurcb, uys:— " On board 
the Meiicaostearoet isa barometer of the most 

simple construction, but the greatest accuracy- 
ll consists only of a long strip of cedar, very 
thin, about two and a half feat in length, about 
aa inch with the grain, and set in a block or 
foot. Tbis cedar atrip is backed or lined wilb 
one of, white pine, cut aerois the graio, and 
the two are tightly glued together. To bend 
them whan dry is to' soap ihem, but on the 
approach of bad feather tbe cedar curls ovsr 
until tha top at times touches the ground.'— 
This simple instrument is tha invention of a 
Mexican guitar-maker, and auch is its accuracy 
lhat it will indicate Ibe coming of a 'norther' 
full twenty-four boors before say other kind 
of barometer knowu oo tbe coasts.

MM Hegis undertake to employ in' 
this service large steam vessels capable of con- 
taining 800 passengers, and for each naSil* im- 
migrant, male or female, thay are to receive 
500 fraocs or jC20 aterling. One- of (hese 
steamers has, we are assuied, already sailed.
